The survéy showed that 65% 
of the boys and 62% of the girls 
voted in favor of U. M. T. This 
total of 63% in favor, offers some 
contrast to’ previous polls; 46% in 
1944 and 39% in 1943.

gaye, reasons for adopting U. M. 
Te ta general. the boys saw need 
for preparedness, ant the girls felt 
that some discipline would be of 
advantage in that age group.

. instance, it is unfair to the boys, 


because at that age their college 


or professioral training would be 
interrupted, and in another case it 


was opposed..because, it was im- 
practical and against every tradi- 


tion of our free society. 


The survey has shown that stu- 


dents of high school age are be- 
coming more and more awere of 
the problems that they will face 
ounce they leave high school. 


It seems only right that greater
